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There hare been may rumors of a TB-eponacred independence no Tenant In Id i van. 
While there a till aeeaet to be such an organization in Tokyo, it Id not roceiTing 
pf&Ch enoowngement at present because the American*, being realistic, are aware 
that at present the KMT has too strong a hold on the island for auch an indepen- 
dence movement to succeed. 

There are nany Japanese among the unifoimed personnel of the Allied powers 
In Taiwan, but the nature of their activities ie not easy to fathom* 

TV'p Important US mlddleamn In Taiwan at present is not the Governor, Gen 
Ch'en Chtag, but US -trained Gen Sun Li-Jen, who is in charge of the KMT troop - 
training program on the Island. Though he does not stand high am on g KMT 
military men, bo is the moat important man in IE - Taiwan relationships. So long 
as Sun is In Taiwan, General MacArthur feels ut ease as to his control there. 

Of what doea this control consist? Thie i* a military secret* What ie known 
is, that General MacArthur is holding vast stores of surrendered Japanese war 
supplies in reserve In Japan.* Only a minor portion of these supplies was publicly 
destroyed. Tie r» at Is held in reeexre for a day of need. Furthermore, there 
uere many caches of Japanese munitions on Taiwan at the time of the surrender. 

Ifepe of these oachee were supplied to General MacArthur'a intelligence officers 
and the XKT uncovered then. Are there any further factors in this control? We 
do not know, but CCP sources haw been lrculatlng a etorj, that Gun Id * Jen has 
been in Toltyo for a conference with General JkcArthur. If thie story is true 
(though this publication has not been able to verify it) the subject of this 
conference would be worthy of consideration. 

Today Sun's position in Taiwan Is such that Ch'en Ch'eng has to show him con- 
siderable deference. It is reported that General Barr, foimerly chief of the 
American Military Advisory Coral saior in China, who spent some time in General 
JfecArthur'a service, was much interested in Taiwan and that he wrote Gan Ch'en 
Ch'eng a letter expressing interest in the fate of General Sun after hie return 
from the fiasco In Jfanchuria. While this letter did not openly urge General 
Ch'en to give Sun high regard, ne was able to read this idea between the lines* 

At least it is apparent that Ch'en has not tried to exercise any control over 
Sun's training program on the island* 
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It appears that, though Chiang K&i-efoefc one© disliked Sun Li-Jen, he 1ms now 
changed his attitude. When Ghlang Wei -kuo wont to Taiwan to sot up training 
headquarters for armored farces, he carried a letter from hie father to General 
Sim, Ch*«n Ch'ecg is not unconscious of this change of attitude an the part of 
his chief, . . 


Whatever the reasons, it la apparent that Sun Xi**4^ 1® the high nan In Taiwan 
at present • While Taiwan* s rilationahip to Japan ia different now from what it me 
daring the Japanese occupation, there is still a certain dependence on Tokyo,
